Right now there is a call for 
volunteers from the newly formed 
Wilmington Watershed Clean-up 
Commission (WWCC).

The Wilmington School Com- 
mittee met last Wednesday to make 
a decision on the busing shortage in 
town, Although their decision may 
be unpopular, committee members 
voted unanimously to extend 
starting points for bus routes to a 1 
and a half mile radius for grades 
K-8 and to a 2 mile radius for 
grades 9-12, Essentially, what this 
means is that any elementary or 
intermediate school student living 
within 1 and a half miles from 
his/her respective school must 
either walk or find alternative 
transportation to and from school. 
This also means that any high school 
student living-within 2 miles of the 
high school must do the same. 

This situation will inevitably 
present problems for, both 


Wilmington students and their 
parents. A large number of students 
who have had access to busing in the 
past will no longer have that 
privilege. Athletic Director, James 
Gillis, presented dot maps and other 
visual aids at the meeting. 
According to Gillis, the present 
over-crowding on buses combined 
with a potential increase in the 
number of new students in town, 
creates an unsafe situation that had 
to be addressed immediately, The 
committee members agreed not to 
increase the budget for 
transportation, With the lack of 
funding for educational tools such 
as teachers, textbooks, and 
technological equipment, the 
committee could not justify further 
busing expenses,

Golf and tennis get the axe 


Two athletic programs cut

The hot days of summer are 
slowly creeping to an end, which 
means that high school sports will 
soon be here. But in Wilmington, 
there will be three fewer varsity 
athletic programs than there were 
last year, 

During last Wednesday's school 
committee meeting, Wilmington 
High School Athletic Director Jim 
Gillis recommended that the 
committee drop boys and girls 
tennis and coed golf in order for 
him to meet the budget given to him 
for the 1994-94 school year. 

"Believe me I didn't want to cut 
any programs. I love athletics and I 
feel sorry for those kids, but I'm 
level funded and I had to make a 
decision since we are under the 
gun,” Gillis said. 

Gillis has been budgeted $82,795 
for the upcoming school year by the 
school committee. 

But a negotiated Classification "E" 
salary increase for coaches of 
Wilmington's 24 varsity programs 
has put Gillis $5,000 over budget. 
Even though it has not been 
clarified with the Wilmington 
Teachers Association, it is assumed 
that the increases of the 24 head 
coaches will cost approximately 
$5,000. 

"I didn't want to start the year in 
the red," Gillis said at the meeting 
Wednesday. 

To close the deficit, Gillis chose to 
eliminate boys and girls tennis along 
with coed golf. 

However, if the three programs 
can raise enough money to fund the 
coaches salaries, those programs 
will be able to continue. But Gillis 
called that unlikely, since the three 
sports do little fundraising and one

of the three coaches has already 
declined trying to raise the money. 

Some hope is being held out for 
tennis, which is a spring sport and as 
such has more time to raise moncy, 
but as of now there will be no golf 
team for this fall. 

Why these three sports? 

"I chose these sports because there 
are lower numbers in these sports 
than the others. Once again, I didn't 
want to start the season in the red, I 
was level-funded and I had to make 
a decision,” Gillis stated. 

But School Committeewoman 
Linda McMenimen felt Gillis should 
have cut a freshman or junior 
varsity program before a varsity 
program. 

Gillis responded by stating that the 
sub-varsity programs are not 
budgeted before the school year has 
begun. The money from 
fundraisers, ticket sales and user's 
fees from the varsity programs are 
used to fund the corresponding 
sub-varsity program. 

For instance, the varsity football 
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crossing guards beginning when - 


school starts August 31.

I feel this 
committee has done its best to 
secure the safety of the children, but 
we need the help of the parents out 
there, too. It's your responsibility to 


team held a fundraising golf 
tournament last month. In doing so, 
they were able to raise over $4,000 
to support the freshman and junior 
varsity football players, according 
to Gillis. 

Gillis also mentioned at the 
meeting that there is a $17,000 
budget for the upcoming ice hockey 
season, which he said he knows he 
cannot fit into his budget. Last 
year, Ristuccia Exposition Center 
General Manager Al Reidy cut the 
cost of ice-time for the WHS hockey 
team in half. 

According to Gillis, if that 
generosity cannot be granted again 
this year, there will not be a hockey 
program. 

"I do not want to cut any sport. 
The school committee is directing 
me to do it because they're not 
giving me the money to fund it," 
Gillis said. 

School Committeeman Robert 
Young seemed to agree with Gillis. 

“Am I happy that golf and tennis 
are gone? No. But we weren't 
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see that your children get to school 
safely. It's our job and our staff's 
job to educate the children. 
Education is very important for the 
kids, and that's what this committee 
is about- to make sure your children 
receive a decent education. And if 
you spend all the money on busing, 
you're not going to have that." 

With less than 28 days before the 
first day of school, the school 
committee has stood firm on their 
decision to cut bus routes, When 
asked if these cuts would solve the 
transportation problems for 
Wilmington Public Schools, James 
Gillis responded. 

"All we're going to do is put a 
Band-Aid on it for now, and it's 
Certainly an inconvenience for a lot 


of parents in many sections of the 
town."

For now, Mike Tammarro, who 
has coached boys tennis at 
Wilmington High the last ten 
seasons, is faced with the prospect 
of ‘not having a team.

Maybe there just 
wasn't enough money for the 
transportation. I hate to.see the 
Program leave because I have such 
great kids year after year.

I really hate to see 
that leave.”

Most savers list their spouses and 
children as beneficiaries of their 
Individual Retirement Accounts. 
The trouble starts when they try 
to leave the money in a 
complicated way, through a Q-Tip 
(qualified terminal interest 
property) trust or ets a 
revocable trust. 

The advantages of a Q-Tip trust, 
for most assets, is that the trust 
qualifies for the unlimited marital 
deduction and can be used to 
support the remaining spouse, yet 
the assets are safeguarded for the 
other heirs. In such a trust, all 
income must be distributed to the 
surviving spouse. But the 
distribution of income from an 
IRA is usually based on life 
expectancy, and distributing all of 
it in one year would create a 
tremendous tax bite. (Not 
distributing all the available 
income from the trust yields yet 
more tax trouble). 

A revocable trust is designed to 
save on probate. But because the 
trust has no life expectancy of its 
own, when an IRA owner dies and 
all the money is paid into the

Maybe you've noticed. Some people just don't know where they're going. 
They're in the wrong lane, Are they missing something?

Then over 
nightthe Hines appeared. Now eleven months later they have disappeared. Better 
get better paint, this time. 

Last year most school children rode the bus, This year it is uncertain which 
children will be bused. Within one mile they may be walking. Walking across, 
hopefully, newly painted crosswalks. 

Butin the mean time they are riding their bikes to and from the store, the lake 
and their friends’ houses. Through intersections with lines and arrows missing. 
Most of us know what to do at these intersections, But someone is going to get 
caught, It could be a stranger. It could be a local driver. It could be a child on 
foot or bike. 

We should not wait for the opening of schools to get to the job of being safe. 
Do it now! Hire the man or do it ourselves.

Callers have their say 
in record numbers

The executive director of the Wilmington (MA) Housing Authority quit his 
job, due in large part to anonymous complaints about his performance pub- 
lished in the Speak Out line in the Wilmington Advertiser. 

He is one of a growing number of officials who cry “cheap shot” when 
newspapers publish criticisms without attempting to identify and qualify the 
callers. 

Such complaints from public officials make editors like Mark Pothier(Old 
Colony Memorial, Plymouth, Mass.) question their performance. “When 
someone you elected tells you how much he loathes our Speak Out column,” 
he advises readers, “ask him one question: what do you have to hide? Then 
phone in a message.” 

The two individuals - Executive Director Kenneth Dorrance in Wilmington 
and Editor Pothier in Plymouth - are indicative of the extremes of a love/hate 
relationship with anonymous call-in lines, Between the two polesare thousands 
ofreaders who devour the weekly offering of what many have come to call “the 
talk radio of print” and many editors who thrive on the linkage with those 
readers. 

Readers love them, leaders loath them then, but as their popularity rises, so 
do many critical examinations of publishing anonymous criticisms. 

Wilmington 

Dorrance said his big criticism with the Wilmington Advertiser is that no 
attempt was made to authenticate the calls. “They could be written by a 
politician who is out to get me, or a state representative candidate who wants 
to cast the housing authority in a bad light. Or written by one of the tenants we 
had a problem with. My main thing is I had no recourse or way to validate who 
it was. The initials published didn’t belong to anybody.” 

His ability to do his job was compromised, he believes. “I deal with the 
elderly, and have great respect for them. But when someone writes in accusing 
me of making derogatory statements about the elderly, saying I called them 
“toothless” and said they “had no brains,” that isn’t true, but it destroys their 
confidence in me to do my job.” 

Editor Tammalene Mitman said the paper was not asking for a name and 
telephone number from the callers for verification. The messages were tran- 
scribed by a typesetter, She did review them prior to publication. Many didn’t 
make the cut. 

“Ifsomeone said the town dida lousy job plowing roads, we would print that. 
If they said they know a snow plow operator was cheating the town by charging 
extra hours. I would check with the executive editor before printing.” She said 
she often checked upstairs because some of the calls were tough. She also 
would have notified the Highway Superintendentand perhaps followed up with 
a news story onaccountability of plowing contractors. 

“The Speak Out line is not meant to be a statistical survey. It does not reflect 
or mirror the community,” she said. “Can it be manipulated? I am absolutely 
sure of it.” 

Many people are too busy to write letters, she says in defense of Speak Out 
lines. “But they do have time to pick up the phone and spout off. There is a real 
need to maintain any link at all with the readers, and we want to make ‘it an 
active link.” 

Some people are afraid to attach their names to their opinions in fear of 
having their house “egged,” said Mitman. “It does happen.” But just because 
an opinion isanonymous, that doesn't mean it lacks merit, she stressed. Nobody 
knows how you vote. It is anonymous, but it has merit. 

Striving to maintain the link with readers while preserving the openness and 
credibility of the Speak Out line, the Wilmington paper now requires callers to 
givea name and number for verification. The information won't be published 
or given out, but can be used to authenticate the call or clarify misunderstand- 
ings. 

The change in policy was satisfactory to Dorrance, who is now back on his 
job with the Wilmington Housing Authority. 

Mitman worries that the policy is now too cumbersome, having to explain to 
people they need a name, etc., even though it won’t be published. She did not 
initiate the same change in the Tewksbury Advertiser, which she also edits. 
“Wilmington is an experiment,” she said. “We'll see how it turns out.”

Where has all the money gone? 


Dear Larz: 

In November 1992, voters in 
Massachusetts, approved referen- 
dum Question 1, which increased 
cigarette taxes by .25 per pack. 
Funds generated by this tax were 
used to establish the Massachusetts 
Tobacco Control Program. 
Through this program, towns, such 
as Wilmington, have been awarded 
contracts to provide services to 
their residents in order to reach a 
stated goal of a 50 percent reduction 
in tobacco use by the year 1999. 

During budget preparations this 
spring, both Governor Weld and the 
House of Representatives 
recommended full funding for the 
tobacco control program for FY 95. 
The Senate voted to reduce funding 
by an estimated 28 percent. This-cut 


in funding was sustained when the 
final budget was enacted this June. 

It is important to be aware that 
funds that were initially intended to 
be used in tobacco education and 
enforcement are now being diverted 
into other statewide programs. This 
was not the will of the electorate 
when Question 1 was passed, A 
supplemental budget is about to be 
considered by the legislature.Let 
your elected officials know that you 
support full funding for the tobacco 
control program in order to 
continue to address the leading 
preventable cause of death and 
disease in Massachusetts today.

Look at the surface of the lake and 
what do you see? 

. Waves. Maybe a duck, Possibly a 
speedboat pulling a waterskiier. 

Dabble your hand in the water 
it feels warm to the touch. 

Don't believe any of it. 

Waves are-purely a phenomonon 
of the surface. Three inches down, 
or six inches if there are whitecaps, 
there's no such thing as a wave. 

To fish, a choppy surface is little 
more than a stucco ceiling compared 
to a painted ceiling. That's all. It's 
all in your mind, human. 

Granted, fish can see though the 
surface layer even better than we 
can (we're illuminated, they're not), 
and fish can see through smooth 
water better than they can through a 
choppy surface. You can get closer 
to fish on a breezy day; but in calm 
conditions they'll see you coming 
and head for deeper water, pronto. 

To counter the problem, rig your 
rod with lighter, thinner line, and 
cast further. 

T'll admit that I enjoy fishing when 
the water is smooth, better than I do 
when it's rough. Maybe I just love 
to see all the swirls, and watch the 
bugs as the flutter, sputter, and then 
explode in a shower of spray. But I 
catch more fish on windy days. 

Now, you said the water is warm. 
Are you sure? It feels warm, but the 
water you feel is the top layer. Get 
further down, and you're in for a 
big surprise. 

Still water, such as we get in ponds 
and lakes, forms into “thermoclines" 
at varying depths, A foot below the 
surface of a bathtub-warm pond you 
will find an invisible line, where the 
water is warm above, cold below. 

Submerge about three feet, maybe 
six, and you'll find a much stronger 
thermocline.. The water above the 
line is warm enough for bare skin, 
no problem, but the water below the 
barrier is colder than tap water. The 
fish aren't as hot and sweaty as you 
are, buddy. They can stay cool just 
by staying deep. 

And don't forget about cold spring 
water, seeping into the pond from a 
variety of unseen sources, That will 
change temperatures, thermoclines, 
and more importantly -- oxygen. 

Oxygen is crucial, and it offers the 
biggest variable of all. 

Shallow water usually has the most 
oxygen. Plants (as we all learned in 
school) absorb carbon dioxide and 
release oxygen during the day. That

oxygen is dissolved in the water. 

Down below, there are no plants to 
speak of, and the oxygen level may 
not be enough to support fish in the 
deeper parts of the pond. (We've got 
lots of variables here, so don't take 
any of this as Gospel. It all changes.) 
Deep water with adequate oxygen is 
the place to find fish in the summer, 
but if the oxygen is off, the fish are 
gone. First things first: Oxygen then 
comfortable temperatures. Survival 
beats comfort every time. 

Cold water (such as rain) will sink, 
taking fresh oxygen down to deeper 
levels, but if it hasn't rained lately, 
the fish may be near the surface in 
spite of the bathtub temperatures. 

On a recent night-fishing trip, my 
luck was worse than bad. Awful. No 
action at all on the surface, a little bit 
at medium depth but not much, and 
no luck at all fishing deep. 

But it had rained the day before, so 
there was probably lots of oxygen in 
the middle levels. The cool rain may 
have also scrambled the thermocline 
layers, leaving the fish scattered all 
over the pond. 

On hot summer nights, when there 
hasn't been a drop of rain all week, 
I've had some outrageous times on 
the surface. Perhaps they come up 
for the oxygen, then stay for all the 
bugs and mice and frogs. Maybe. 

Of course, sometimes the fishing is 
great during the rain, and sometimes 
immediately after. Or great before 
the rain, then miserable during and 
after. Is it the oxygen, the thermo- 
clines, the price of coffee in Brazil, 
or are we simply incapable of fully 
understanding what happens below 
the surface of a quiet pond? 

Then again, the mystery is part of 
what keeps fishing so much fun!

Reflecting on 37 years 


By PHYLLIS NISSEN 


Why is John Burns - 
Stoneham native, former Boston 
University hockey player and 
Reading social studies teacher - 
retiring? 

“It'll give me a chance to 
catch more Montreal hockey 
games,” he says, “especially dur- 
ing the middle of the week 
where tickets and better seats 
are more available.” 

That’s what he tells his social 
studies students at Reading’s 
Coolidge Middle School. 

Stoneham, North Reading, 

‘and two generations of Reading 
students know him as teacher 
and friend, 

Longtime Stonehamites 
remember “Sports Clippings” by 
Johnny Burns, and Stoneham 
students remember him as “Mr. 
Egypt” in the red ‘57 Chevy con- 
vertible, 

Hockey disciples know him as 
coach, BU MVP and member of 
the Massachusetts State 
Coaches Hall of Fame. 

He remembers his days as a 


first lieutenant in the Marines, 
and his colleagues describe him 
as a first-class educator in the 
classroom. 

At the moment, 11 kids call 
him “ oy 

“That’s a lot of boasting,” he 
says. “You can’t put things like 
that in the paper. People will 
think I’m a braggart.” 

The man comes across as 
soft-spoken, self-assured, and in 
control. Maybe he wasn’t always 
this way - he did coach hockey 
for 21 years - but John Burns in 
1994 looks to be calm, modest, 
shy ... and definitely, retiring, 
after 37 years of teaching. 


He began writing for the 
Stoneham newspapers when he 
was in the seventh grade, with 
“Sports Clippings” by Johnny 
Burns in the Stoneham “Press” 
for $5 a clip. His brother, Frank 
(Tiger) Burns - had his own 
sports column of sorts, in the 
Stoneham “Independent.” 

While in college on scholar- 
ship, John - not known as “Little 
Tiger” was the Boston

“Globe,” graduating with a 
degree in journalism in 1955. 

While in college, also, he 
played varsity hockey for four 
years and was a starting left 
wing for the last three, earning 
the MVP award in his senior 
year. “I was a rink rat,” he says. 
“I lived at the rink. We used to 
play all night over at the Boston 
Skating Club. We never went 
home. Can you imagine the fun 
we had? You can’t do that today 
because there are so many 
crazy people around.” 

His career as a first lieu- 
tenant in the Marine Corps was 
cut short by an automobile acci- 
dent during a Marine investiga- 
tion, and while he was recuper- 
ating from the accident, during 
the Asian flu epidemic, he was 
invited to substitute in the 
Stoneham schools. 

He liked teaching. 

A lot. 

During his short tour of duty

Caution is the word 


at Four Corners 

After long delays caused by 
environmental concerns, work is 
ready to start - and may actual- 
ly have begun - on revamping 
the traffic control system at 
Four Corners in Woburn.

Patrick Gueriero for their 
efforts to restore buses to 
Stoneham. 

According to Tisei, in the 
Stoneham “Independent,” Rte. 
99 from Wellington has already 
been extended to New England 
Memorial Hospital and on 
September 10th, Rtes. 130 and 
130A will provide full service 
through Malden and Medford to 
Stoneham, providing access to 
“Malden Station and Oak Grove. 
Exact stops within town have 
not yet been’ determined 
although the route will enter 
Stoneham each hour. 


The new routes will operate 
at no additional cost to the town; 
and as the year ends, ridership 
numbers will be analyzed to 
determine if either the state or 
town would like to financially 
support the continuation of the 
service. 

Last year Selectmen asked 
the legislators to investigate 
public transportation after they 
realized the town was no longer 
being reimbursed its $527,000 
yearly assessment. According to 
Tisei in the “Independent,” the 
MBTA “agrees there is no rhyme 
or reason to their assessments.”

Endurance-building or aero- 
bic exercises improve the func- 
tions of the heart, lungs, and 
blood vessels. Vital to fitness are 
a strong heart to pump blood to 
nourish billions of body cells, 
healthy lungs where the gases of 
cell metabolism are exchanged 
for oxygen and elastic blood ves- 
sels free of obstructions. 
Without a healthy level of 
endurance, you may feel tired, 
lack zest. You may also experi- 
ence shortness of breath, rapid 
heartbeat or even nausea. 


Activities to improve 
endurance include brisk walk- 
ing, cycling, swimming, dancing 
and jogging. Walking is actually 
one of the best all-around exer- 
cises, The massaging action the 
leg muscles exert on the veins 
as you walk improves the flow of 
blood back to the heart and also 
strengthens the leg muscles. 


WALKING FOR FITNESS - 
‘The following walking program 
has been designed to help mid- 
life’ and’ older persons puild and 
maintain cardiovascular 
endurance, Walking offers sever- 
al advantages over other forms 
of exercise; it requires no previ- 
ous instructions, it can be done 
almost anywhere, it ean be done 
at almost anytime, it costs noth- 
ing, and it has the lowest rate of 
injury of any form of exercise. 

Une study showed, for exam- 
ple, that jogging a mile in 8 1/2 
minutes burns only 26 more 
calories than walking a mile in 
12 minutes. Conditioning bene- 
fits from walking improve dra- 
matically if you increase the 
pace to faster than three miles 
per hour (20-minute mile). 

In another study, participants 
burned an average of 66 calories 
per mile walking three miles per 
hour, but 124 calories per mile 
when they increased the pace to 
five miles per hour. 

Choose a comfortable time of 
day to exercise, not too soon 
after eating and when the air 
temperature is not too high. 
Many people find it more enjoy- 
able to exercise with others. 
Follow the program at the rec- 
ommended rate but be careful 
not to overexert. Stop if you find 
yourself panting or feeling nau- 
seous, if your breathing does not 
return to normal within ten min- 
utes after exercising or if your 
sleeping is affected. If you feel 
uncomfortable progressing at 
the recommended rate, spend

exercise. For example, if you

nate days, continue one-mile 
walks but increase the frequen- 
cy to five, six, seven or more 
walks weekly until you can move 
on to activity recommended for 
the sixth week.

HOW TO WALK - A good 
walking workout is a matter of 
stepping up your pace, increas- 
ing your distance and walking 
more often. Here are some tips 
to help you get the most out of 
walking: 

Move at a steady clip, brisk 
enough to make your heart beat 
faster and cause you to breathe 
more deeply. 

¢Hold your head erect, back 
straight and abdomen flat. Toes 
should point straight ahead and 
arms swing at your sides. 

¢Land on your heel and roll 
forward to drive off of the ball 
of your foot. Walking only on the 
ball of the foot or walking flat- 
footed may cause soreness.

“It Could Happen to You” is 
one of those old-fashioned 
movies Hollywood supposedly 
doesn’t make anymore.

The third section of this 
unplanned triangle is Bridget 
Fonda’s Yvonne. She’s a gener- 
ous working stiff of a waitress 
who never seems to get an even 
break. At least, not until Charlie 
enters her coffee shop and real- 
izes he doesn’t have enough 
cash to tip her. Charlie promises 
to return the next day, offering 
half of his lottery winnings, if 
there are any, or a real tip. The 
surprise is that he does return, 
even after winning $4 million in 
that lottery. 

Yvonne (and the audience) 
see Charlie as the epitome of 
hope. Not only does he give the 
poverty-stricken waitress a new 
lease on life, but he restores her 
belief in humanity. Here is, at 
last, a decent person who has 
done what he said he would do. 
Cage shrugs it off, saying sim- 
ply, “A promise is a promise.” 

The film is based, very loose- 
ly, on a true story and it asks a 
few fundamental questions 
about humanity that are time- 
less. We all wonder if we would 
do what Charlie did. Or does 
Muriel have the right idea about 
ownership? And does money 
really change you? 

Director Andrew Bergman 
doesn’t actually startle us with 
the answers to these questions, 
but he lets the story play out 
with such a depth of emotion 
that we can forgive him the 
plethora of niceness up on the 
sereen. Cage is Jimmy Stewart 
redux and Yvonne’s trusting 
instincts never turn pallid in 
Fonda’s talented hands. 

Perez's character, the funni- 
est but the least dimensional, 
turns into a money-grabbing 
horror. It is the actress’s bound-
